The  Care  of  the  Ears. 

Never  put  anything  into  the  ear  for  the 
relief  of  toothache. 

Ne^er  wear  cotton  in  the  ears  if  they 
are  discharging  pus. 

Never  attempt  to  apply  a  poultice  to 
the  inside  of  the  canal  of  the  ear. 

Never  drop  anything  into  the  ear  unless 
it  has  )jeen  previously  warmed. 

Never  use  anything  but  a  syringe  ami 
warm  water  for  cleansing  the  ears  from 
pus. 

Never  strike  or  box  a  child’s  ears;  this 
has  been  known  to  rupture  the  drum  head 
and  cause  incurable  deafness. 

Never  wet  the  hair  if  you  have  any 
tendency  to  deafness;  wear  an  oiled  silk 
:ap  when  bathing,  and  refrain  from  div¬ 
ing. 

Never  scratch  the  ears  with  anything 
but  the  linger  if  they  itch.  Do  not  use 
the  hfad  of  a  pin,  hairpins,  pencil  tips  or 
anything  of  that  nature. 

Never  let  the  feet*  liccome  cold  and 
lamp,  or  sit  with  the  back  toward  the 
window,  as  these  things  tend  to  aggra¬ 
vate  any  existing  hardness  of  hearing. 

Never  put  milk.  fat.  or  any  oily  sub¬ 
stance  into  the  ear  for  the  relief  of  pain. 
Tor  they  soon  become  rancid  and  tend  to 
incite  inflammation.  Simple  warm  water 
will  answer  the  purpose  better  than  any¬ 
thing  else. 

Never  be  alarmed  if  a  living  insect  en¬ 
ters  the  ear.  Pouring  warm  water  into 
the  carnal  will  drown  it.  when  it  will  gen¬ 
erally  come  to  the  surface,  and  can  be 
?asily  removed  by  the  firigere.  A  feu- 
puffs  of  tol kicco  smoke  blown  into  the 
ear  will  stiqiefy  the  insect. 

Never  uiiildle  with  the  ear  if  a  foreign 
body,  such  as  a  head,  button  Or  seed,  en¬ 
ters  it;  leave  it  absolutely  alone,  but  have 
4  phy>k*ian  attend  to  it.  More  damage 
has  l«i  n  done  by  injudicious  attempts  at 
the  extraction  of  a  foreign  body  than 
could  ever  come  from  its  presence  in  the 
“ar.  —Health  and  Home'. 

Po*twa  of  a  Steepen 

It  would  wem  on  the  first  blush  of  the 
matter  that  the  posture  for— that  is,  to 
favor — sleep  must  be  generally  the  same 
as  that  voluntarily  or  instinctively  as¬ 
sumed  during  sleep;  but  a  little  considera¬ 
tion  will  make  it  r.pparent  that  jhis  Is  not 
correct.  It  may  be  granted  that,  sup¬ 
posing  a  jx-rson  to  l»e  sleeping  lightly  and 
unconifortably.the  posture  will  be  changed 
half  consciously  to  one  of  comfort.  It 
would  U*  more  correct  to  sav  that  it  is 
cht^nged  in  the  endeavor  to  avoid  distress 
or  discomfort;  hut  even  the  fact  that  sleep 
is  quieter  in  the  new  positiop  will  not 
suffice  to  prove  that  this  is  a  hett.-r  one, 
because  the  sleep  may. meanwhile  Itave 
become  deejier.  I  < 

i  It  is,  on  the  wliole,  inqxissilile  to  ascer¬ 
tain.  either  by  experience  or  observation, 
which  is  the  posture  most  conducive  to 
sleep,  and  attempts  to  lay  down  rules  for 
the  guidance  of  bad  afoqiers  a  e  always 
arbitrary,  generally  empirical,  and  rarely 
of  any  practical  value.  Those  who  think 
“anaemia  of  the  cerebrum"  L>  the  cause  of 
sleep,  and  those  who  think  tlcil.  though 
not  the  cause,  a  diminution  in  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  blood  ’  in  the  vessels  of  the  ence- 
pbalqn  is  a  necessary  concomitant  of  sleep 
prefer  and  recommend  that  the  head 
should  be  higher  than  the  feet:  while 
those  who  adopt  the  opposite  view,  and 
think  psissive  congestion  causes  or  pro¬ 
motes  somnolence,  would  have  the  feet 
raised  and  the  head  lowered.  The  con¬ 
founding  stupor  with  sleep  may,  and 
probably  has.  something  to  do  with  these 
differences  of  opinion. 

Meanwhile  a  common  sense  view  of 
the  subject  would  conclude  that,  as  there 
is  evidently  some  change  in  the  blood 
state  when  the  brain  falls  asleep,  the  best 
plan  ipust  seem  to  be  to  place  the  body  in 
such  -a  position  that  the  flow  of  blood 
through  the  vessels  of  the  head  and  neck 
may  lie  especially  easy  and  free.  The
